On Saturday, November 21, 2009 Sergeants David Bly, Diana Gealta, and Jessica 
Brothers, along with Lieutenant Mike Grimaldi responded to East Los Angeles Station 
regarding an Officer involved non-hit shooting. 


At approximately 1235 hours, East Los Angeles Station received a report of a vehicle 
theft just occurred involving a dairy delivery truck (2005 International Boxtail Truck 
zz The stolen truck was equipped with a GPS tracking device, and the R/O 
provided periodic updates of the truck's location. Station personnel and Air-8 searched 
for the stolen truck for approximately 40 minutes before 20S, Sgt Lecrivain, terminated 
the search because of the 2-3 minute delay inherent in the GPS service, making the 
updates stale. 


At approximately 1320 hours (shortly after the search was discontinued) Deputy Jimmy 
Yee EM. saw a truck matching the 10-29V description going east on Washington 
Blvd approaching the 710 freeway. Deputy Yee followed the truck (no lights or siren) 
onto the northbound 710 on-ramp at Washington Blvd. The plate returned clear of 
wants/warrants. 


The truck suddenly stopped on the on-ramp. Deputy Yee stopped approximate 10 feet 
behind it and ran the plate again to verify its status. Before the plate returned, Deputy 
Yee saw the truck's backup lights illuminate and the truck accelerate in reverse rapidly 
toward his vehicle. Deputy Yee tried to exit his vehicle, but while he was in the door 
jam area, the truck rammed his radio car. Deputy Yee's vehicle lurched back, striking 
him and throwing him to the ground (injuring hands, elbow and knees). 


While Deputy Yee stood up, he saw the truck accelerating in reverse again, this time 
maneuvering toward him. Fearing for his life, he fired 6 rounds at the truck, aiming at 
the cab area. The truck stopped and then sped onto the northbound 710 freeway. 
Deputy Yee put out a broadcast that the stolen truck had rammed his patrol car and 
was traveling north on the 710. 


Aero, already in the area, quickly located the stolen truck and directed patro! units to it's 
location. It took approximately 5 minutes for units to reach the truck and they pursued 
the Suspect for approximately 4 minutes. Approximately 5 units pursued the truck east 
on the 60 freeway . The truck exited the freeway at Atlantic Blvd, running a red light 
and striking a civilian vehicle in the intersection. The truck traveled south to the 
westbound 60 freeway on ramp. The truck traveled west on the 60 freeway. The truck 
exited the freeway at the 3" Street/Downey Ave exit, but suddenly stopped on the off- 
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ramp. Deputy Javier Murillo MEN, along with 4 other units, stopped behind the 
truck to conduct a felony traffic stop. Deputy Murillo exited his vehicle and immediately 
saw the truck accelerate in reverse toward him and his vehicle. Deputy Murillo fired16 
rounds at the driver as the truck rammed his patrol car. The stolen truck then sped off 
with three units in pursuit for approximately 3 minutes until CHP took control of the 
pursuit. Sheriff's units fell back and followed at a distance in surveillance mode. 


Aero continued to call the pursuit on the various freeways, and various surface streets 
for approximately 15 minutes until CHP Aero units took control. Air -8 continued to 
observe the pursuit. 


The pursuit terminated approximately 24 minutes later when the stolen truck, which was 
traveling east in the 600 East block of Washington Blvd, Los Angeles, entered the 
Metolink train tracks and collided with a steel tubular barrier at San Pedro Street. The 
Suspect exited the truck and ran north to a parking lot, where CHP officers arrested 
him. When Sheriffs units arrived the Suspect was in custody. 


The Suspect, Jerry Herrera MH/32, booking number 2138011,of Los Angeles, suffered 
only minor injuries, a small abrasion on his right cheek and slight bruising on his left 
wrist, in the TC. He was transported to USC Medical Center where he received an OK 
to book.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


The first shooting incident (location #1) occurred on the northbound 710 freeway on 
ramp from Washington Blvd, Commerce. The on ramp travels north, sweeping west, 
and then north onto the 710 freeway. Deputy Yee's vehicle came to rest facing west. 
The crime scene is bordered by the 710 freeway to the north-northwest, the northbound 
710 freeway Washington Blvd off ramp to the south, and down an embankment to the 
north and east lies a residential neighborhood. 


The physical evidence at this shooting incident location (position of Deputy Yee's 9MM 
shell casings, position of his patrol car, and the front end damage to the patrol vehicle) 
appeared to be consistent with Deputy Yee's and Suspect Herrera's versions of events. 


The second shooting incident (location #2) occurred on the Downey Road off ramp from 
the westbound 60 freeway East Los Angeles. The off ramp travels west, sweeping 
south to 3° Street. Deputy Murillo's vehicle came to rest facing west/northwest. 
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The physical evidence at this second shooting incident location (position of Deputy 
Murillo's 9MM shell casings, position of his patrol car, and the front end damage to the 
patrol vehicle) appeared to be consistent with Deputy Murillo’s and Suspect Herrera’s 
versions of events. 


A review of radio dispatch tapes revealed the following: 

The whole incident, from when Deputy Yee transmitted “10-33" until the Suspect 
was taken into custody took approximately 58 minutes. Note: The following is 
pertinent highlights and summaries of dispatch-3 radio transmissions and Cold 
Line communications. The times are approximate after 1322 hours. 

1322 hours- Deputy Yee requested 10-33 and advised the 10-29V truck just 
rammed him. He advised the Suspect was northbound on the 710 
freeway from Washington. 
20S (Sgt. Lecrivain) responding code-3 to Deputy Yee's location. 


Aero (already in the area) observed the Suspect northbound 710 
freeway at 3" street. 


1324 hours- 20S requested two units to respond to Deputy Yee and requested 
Aero to direct two units to the Suspect's location. 


Aero advised the Suspect now eastbound on the 60 freeway. 


Cold Line- Cold Line telephone communications established between ELA 
Station and SCC. 


Cold Line- ELA request SCC to contact CHP for an ETA. 
Units 25A (Deputy Castellanos) and 21A (Deputy Gonzales) 
responding to pursue the Suspect. Aero advised the Suspect exited 
on northbound Lorena and on surface streets. 


Cold Line- ELA request SCC to advise units a citizen heard gunshots at Deputy 
Yee's location when the Suspect fled that scene. 


SCC advised units the Suspect may be 417. 
1327 hours- 20L (Lt. Arellano) advised he was one minute away from the 


Suspect's updated location. (Lt. Arellano was already in the field at 
a community event when Deputy Yee advised 10-33). 
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1328 hours-

The incident occurred during daylight hours. The weather was cool and clear. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


YEE, Jimmy, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Yee was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2116 hours by Sergeants David 
Bly and Jessica Brothers. The interview took place at East Los Angeles Station and was 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Deputy Yee said he was working an uniformed patrol car (27T) and was assisting unit 
21A (Deputy Judy Gonzalez) in looking for a stolen milk delivery truck. He said the stolen 
truck was equipped with a GPS unit and the delivery company was providing locations of 
where the truck was. He said the GPS location information was stale because the 
reported GPS information was delayed 1-2 minutes. He said the truck was described as 
a bobtail truck with “got milk” on it. 


Deputy Yee said, “So we had units over there and there’s no truck and we come to find 
out that's a, like a minute and a half or two minutes kind of delay. So this truck is in 
Montebello, the next thing | know it's coming back to East L.A. and the next thing | know 
it's in, going to L.A.P.D.’s area, surfing around. | think it's about like 13, 13:10, 13:20 
hours. I’m on Whittier and Eastern. The 20 David is last seen location as 4000 Ayers 
Street. So | go oh, its in Commerce okay, it's going to a dead end. It's not going 
anywhere. So I'm a way down there just to 927C the area. I'm stopped at, | get off on 
Washington Boulevard and here he is at the red light. I'm facing westbound. There's a 
big truck, milk truck, white in color and makes a right turn. | look at it and go, ‘Oh hey, 
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there's the milk truck’.” He said at this moment he saw the cab of the truck had a driver 
which was the sole occupant. 


Deputy Yee said at this same, 20S had told units to cancel looking for the stolen truck 
because the GPS locations were stale. Deputy Yee said the truck he saw was a boxtail 
milk truck, bigger than a bobtail truck, but generally, that truck matched the description of 
the stolen truck. He said he had to make a U-turn to follow the truck. He said he did not 
activate his emergency lights and he did not have his siren on. He said he did not 
request units to his location regarding the possible 10-29V and he did not advise units he 
was behind a possible stolen truck. 


Deputy Yee said, "| saw a truck fit the description, plus it had a cow, a picture of a cow on 
each side and I’m going hey, that's a milk truck. | looked at the license plate, was a 
different license plate. So it started going eastbound. So | thought maybe he switched 
plates, maybe it's not. Just to check, | made a U turn, follow it. We pull into the left turn 
lane of, going to the northbound 710 freeway. So | go it’s probably not the same truck. 
So I'm trying to get the license plate. l'm running it. Now we're, traffic going.” 


Deputy Yee said he was behind the truck and the license plate returned “clean.” He said 
he followed the truck up the on ramp. He said there are two lanes on the on ramp that 
merge into one lane and he did not see any vehicles behind him. He said as the two 
lanes merged into one lane, the truck suddenly stopped. He said he stopped 8-10 feet 
behind the truck. 


Deputy Yee said, "It didn't, yeah, | didn't think of it. It looked like it just stopped, because 
it looked like it was, another car was trying to get by. So because it has the merge where 
it comes in like two lanes into one lane. Looks like it's wide enough with the, as | look 
back up and that's when it stopped there's a jerky movement. I'm looking at it, | look 
down at the MDT, | look back up and it looks like it's engaging, it's coming towards me. 
I'm like oh, I’m thinking this guy is going to try to ram me. It's the same truck. | put my 
car in gear (park) and I'm trying to get out and he rams me. Knocks me to the ground." 


Deputy Yee said he was halfway out of his car, in the door jam area, when the Suspect 
rammed into his vehicle. He said he it happened so quickly, he put his car in park and 
wanted to exit it for his own safety. He said, “I noticed that hey, | don't know what's going 
to happen. He's going to hit me and run on top of me. So I'm just looking out for safety." 


Deputy Yee said the force of the truck hitting his vehicle caused his vehicle to hit him as 
he was exiting. He said, "I'm getting out on, I'm half way out, yeah. When he rams me, 
that, pushed the patrol car back and that's when | fell back. | fell on the ground, just 
hands going down. It moved my black and white and knocked me to the ground on the, 
all | was thinking was | need to get back up, because | laid down, who knows what 
happens. So and I'm being, I'm in, that's the curb and the black and white's right next to 
me." He said he did not remember if he fell to his knees or fell flat on his stomach. 
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Deputy Yee said he wanted to get on his feet quickly because did not want to be hit by 
the truck. He said, “I got back up as quick as | could. | turned to look and it looks like he 
stopped to pull, move forward a little bit. Then he moves up and it looks like he, looks 
like he braked abruptly. He stops and it looks like he's coming towards me. He's coming, 
it's like he's trying to get in gear and he's coming towards me now. And І, | mean | guess 
I'm in middle of the patrol car in the middle of the median. So | back up onto the median, 
but this time it looks like he's coming towards me and not the patrol car. I'm in fear for 
my life and I'm like oh crap." Deputy Yee described the direction of the truck by saying, 
"He's moving like turning, he's coming towards my direction instead of black and white." 


Deputy Yee said to the southwest of the median was the Washington Blvd off ramp from 
the northbound 710 freeway. He said he did not pay any attention to see if any cars were 
traveling on that off ramp or not. He said the median was approximately 3 feet wide and 
the median was approximately 3 feet to south of his patrol car. 


Deputy Yee said, “| drew my gun. Duty weapon. | looked and now it looks like it's turning 
now, it's coming towards me instead of the patrol car. So | go well this guy's trying to kill 
me. | fired several rounds." He said he thought he fired 4 rounds at the Suspect. 


Deputy Yee said he was aiming toward where the driver's seat would be. But because of 
the size of the box end of the truck and the angle which the truck presented it self, 
Deputy Yee said he fired at the left-back side of the truck. He said, "The only thing I 
could aim was the back. | was aiming towards mostly towards the left back of the, 
towards hopefully where the driver was, towards that." He said he did not see where his 
rounds landed. 


Deputy Yee said he could not see the Suspect when he shot. He said he fired 4 rounds 
(in fact he fired 6 rounds) one after the other and when the truck stopped coming toward 
him, he stopped shooting. He said as quoted from his transcribed interview: 


Bly: How did you shoot? | mean did you shoot you know, one or you know, did 
you double tap. | mean how was the sequence of your shots? 


Yee: | think it was like bam, bam, bam, bam and it looks like he stopped and he 
starts to take off. 


Bly: When you were shooting, did you ever stop, reassess and then shoot again 
or was it just bam, bam, bam, bam? 


Yee: Bam, bam, bam, bam, as soon as he stopped, | stopped. 
Bly: Okay. 
Yee: He stopped, | stopped and | don't know, | turned back and looked, but when 


he stopped, he started to pull away. 
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Bly: You said you turned back and looked? 

Yee: Because | don’t know about the -- 

Bly: Turned back to look where? 

Yee: Turned back to it was just behind me. 

Bly: Okay. 

Yee: Look at the medium in case | need to run back. 

Bly: Did you notice if there was any cars behind you during this whole time, any 


civilian cars behind you? 
Yee: No. 


Deputy Yee said the Suspect fled, driving onto the northbound 710 freeway. He said his 
handheld radio had fallen to his side when he fell to the ground and he had to return to 
his car to transmit 10-33 traffic. He said," grabbed my portable, | was trying to pull it out. 
| didn’t hear SCC coming back. So it’s like my portable came out when | fell to the 
ground. It was dangling on the down by the ground. | put 10-33. 10-33, give me the 
patch. | think | said, ‘10-29V just rammed my vehicle.’ the milk truck and last direction 
was the northbound 710 from Washington Boulevard.” 


Deputy Yee said he did not broadcast “998" because Aero had spotted the Suspect and 
was coordinating units. He said he knew units were en route to his location and when 
Sergeant Holwager arrived, units were advised, he was involved in a shooting. He said 
units were advised of his “998" approximately 20 minutes after the fact. 


Deputy Yee said approximately 5-10 seconds passed from the time the Suspect first 
stopped on the on ramp until he shot. He said he was approximately 10-15 feet away 
from the Truck when he fired his weapon. 


Deputy Yee said he received medical treatment from Doctor Enrile at Monterey Park 
Hospital for scrapes on his elbows, right knee and a bruise to his left knee.

MURILLO, Javier, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Murillo was interviewed on December 29, 2009 at 0950 hours by Sergeants David 
Bly and Diana Gealta. The interview took place at IAB and was recorded for review. The 
following is a summary of his interview. 


Deputy Murillo said he was working а one man patrol car, unit 21 DAYS. He said toward 
the end of his shift he was assisting units in looking for a stolen milk truck. He said, "I 
was getting ready to go off shift. Uh, it was probably the last hour before | was getting off 
and | was just kind of winding down. Um, call went out of a stolen vehicle. Um, | kind of 
hung out in the area, checking the area. We were -- the car had a GPS so we were 
trying to kind of pinpoint where it was. Um, because of the time delay we had a hard time 
locating -- locating the vehicle. So, uh, we pretty much uh, at that time we pretty much 
uh, 1022 -- they were 1022-ing the investigation. They were just going to take the report. 
Um, when | heard uh, Deputy Jimmy V -- Jimmy Yee involved in the uh, 998. This was 
over the radio. Um, | heard uh, | heard he -- something to the affect where he had just 
been rammed by the uh, suspect vehicle." 


Deputy Murillo described the stolen truck. He said, “It was a uh, milk truck -- delivery milk 
truck, box truck uh, and it had a uh, "Got Milk" signs on the side of the truck and uh, I 
think -- | believe it had some emblems of cows and stuff on it." 


Deputy Murillo said he was on Atlantic Blvd at the 60 freeway when he heard Aero had 
found the stolen truck. He said, “They had picked it up on Washington and the 710, so I 
was waiting. Because it was coming northbound, | was waiting to see if it would perhaps 
go westbound 60, so | was standing by on the 60. And when it went uh, eastbound, 
that's when | jumped on the freeway.” 


Deputy Murillo said he caught up with the Suspect at 4" Street and Evergreen in the city 
of Los Angeles and he said there was 2-3 other Sheriff units pursuing the Suspect. He 
said at this time he was the third or fourth unit following the Suspect. He said, "We were 
traveling on uh, through the city, surface streets, um, and at one point he exited back on 
the freeway. Uh, we ended up uh, we ended up going in a -- getting back on the freeway, 
on the 60 eastbound. And uh, | remember, he exited on uh, Atlantic. 60 and Atlantic. 
Um, just runs through a red light and that's where he uh, he clipped a car going 
southbound. Spun that car around. Um, and then makes a north -- makes a left hand 
turn going northbound, then he comes -- circles around and ends up going eastbound on 
60 again. Re-enters the freeway. He exited east -- he exited eastbound. Uh, goes 
north, and then he comes back and goes westbound on the 60." 
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Deputy Murillo said the Suspect was driving “crazy”, up to speeds of 75-80 MHP. He 
said, “Uh, this guy is just driving crazy. At one point in looked like he uh, he wanted to flip 
the car intentionally. He was just going back and -- you know, uh, weaving back and 
forth. Uh, to us he looked like he just wanted to roll it intentionally. Going back and forth. 
Um, when he came to the Downey off-ramp he -- we were driving along and then he just - 
- just made a movement towards uh, towards the uh, Downey off-ramp (3" Street). Um, 
cars -- | was like, | was the third car in the pursuit at that time. | was the third car going 
from the pursuit and uh, the car motioned -- abruptly made a motion to get off on Downey 
Road. Some cars wouldn't -- weren't able to keep up with the uh, the truck." 


Deputy Murillo said when the Suspect suddenly exited the freeway, the lead units could 
not safely follow him, and he (Deputy Murillo) then became the lead unit. He said he 
followed the Suspect onto the off ramp. He said, “Uh, the car exited. Uh, I’m behind it. 
Uh, mid-point um, on the exit -- on the off-ramp, | see the uh, truck stop. | could see the 
uh, brake lights illuminating so ! kind of slow down. Uh, not knowing what he was going 
to do. Was he gonna run? Was he gonna give up? You know, about to do a felony stop 
or. Uh, it came to a stop. Again, I’m not knowing -- | was trying to figure out what this 
guy is going to do next. His next move. Is he gonna continue? Is he going to run? Um, 
and | can see -- |, | kind of positioned my vehicle where | could see the driver's side 
door." 


Deputy Murillo said he positioned his vehicle two to three car lengths behind the truck. 
He said he was stopped at an angle behind the Suspect. He said, "I could see the uh, 
left side of the truck. Um, the way the uh, box -- it was a box truck, so | couldn't -- 
couldn't really see the uh -- | was trying to get a, get a view of him through the uh, rear -- 
the rear-view mirror. The side mirror. But because of the truck | couldn't really get a 
good look, because it was blocking my view." 


Deputy Murillo said he knew Sheriff units were behind him, but at that time he did not 
know who they were. He said he was sitting in his patrol car for approximately 10 
seconds watching the truck. He said, “I was focused on the truck. Uh, waiting to see -- 
see what his next move is. Um, at -- at which time | saw the um -- I’m sitting in my car, 
I'm getting reading to bail out if this guy goes on foot -- goes aground. I’m waiting. You 
know, I’m just -- a lot of things are going through my mind. And, at which time | see the 
uh, the rear lights illuminate. Uh, they, they come on. And then um, I'm hearing the 
engine kind of revving. And | see, | see him accelerate towards -- towards me, towards 
my car. Um, | felt | didn’t want to stay in the car and get hit, because | didn't want to get 
hurt or uh, trapped in there. So |, | bail out of the car. | see uh, the rear end of his truck 
coming towards, like veering towards me." 


Deputy Murillo said he felt his life was in danger and he exited his vehicle with his gun 
drawn. He said, “I was kind of hoping he'd, he'd run. You know, just to get the truck off 
the road. But when І, when | seen him coming towards me that's when | felt my life was 
in danger. | was able to get out -- open the door and uh, get out on both feet. | came out 
through the uh, driver's side door. Um, when he was backing up towards me | kind of 
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took some steps backwards away from the uh, the truck.” 


Deputy Murillo said he felt he had no where to go after he exited his patrol car. He said, 
“| just felt | had no where to go. You can see my car was to my right, you know. Had this 
rail here to the left and then the cars, the black and whites bearing down from -- from the 
rear. | just felt | had no where to go." 


Deputy Murillo said to the south of his patrol vehicle was a rail and to the south of the rail 
was a slope that led to the 60 Freeway. He said as he exited his car he took to steps 
away from his car (to his left). He said, “As uh, I’m getting out, as uh, the car is uh, 
bearing down on, on -- towards my car and myself | could see the uh, tail end kind of 
maneuvering towards -- towards my direction. Towards here. Um, | thought there was 
still enough, enough space where the truck could -- could uh, run me over. That my -- he 
was -- wanted to kill me and my life was in danger.” 


Deputy Murillo said he moved to his left and shot at the Suspect. He said, “When I, | 
moved to the left and | first shot here. And as the car continued -- the truck continued 
towards me | continued shooting, but 1, | was taking a step back." 


Deputy Murillo said he fired 16 rounds at the Suspect and truck. He said, "I was aim -- 
aiming at the uh, the cab. Um, at that point | -- | had a better view of the uh, cab from my 
position, so | was aiming at the uh, at the cab trying to strike the driver." 


Deputy Murillo said the Suspect struck his patrol car with the truck. He said, "I unloaded 
by the time -- time he hit my car. Once he hit my car | was -- | remember already 
reloading. Tactically -- doing a tactical reload. 


Deputy Murillo said he was approximately 30 feet from the cab of the truck when he fired 
and he just pointed his handgun and shot. He said, “At the time it was more probably 
point. | have to say. | mean, everything was just -- happened so quickly and um, you 
know, | was trying to -- | was trying to refer back to my training and pick up my sights, but 
uh, it was just more -- more pointing then trying -- trying to pick up my sights as best as | 
could. 


Deputy Murillo said he only saw the Suspect once through the driver's side mirror when 
he was firing. He said, “I just seen him -- see him moving around, you know, driving kind 
of looking back -- back towards, towards -- right as he's backing up." 


Deputy Murillo said he saw a few rounds strike the truck. He said, “1, | could see -- | 
could see metal, you know, metal coming from the truck, but uh, | saw that a few -- two or 
three times, but that was pretty much it. They were towards the uh, it was on the, on the 
uh, the box. | guess the box of the uh, towards -- more towards the um, the | guess the 
front left corner of the box."

Deputy Murillo said there were no deputies in his field of fire, but after he fired he saw two 
female deputies (Hile and Bugarin) to his right. He said the deputies were on the 
passenger side of their vehicle, and behind the engine block. 


Deputy Murillo said he did not give the Suspect any commands and he did not hear any 
other deputies say anything. He said he did not hear the Suspect say anything. 


Deputy Murillo said when he started to get out of his vehicle and shot 16 rounds, it was 
one continuos motion. He said, “It, it was uh, yeah. It was just, just continual. | mean, as 
I'm shooting I’m thinking — prior to shooting, | mean, I’m -- | know | got no where to go. 
I'm just. | mean, all that’s going through my mind. And | felt the only option was, you 
know, my life was in danger.” 


Deputy Murillo said he was on the driver's side of his car, approximately 6 feet out from 
his vehicle, between the rear tire and rear bumper when he stopped firing. He said, “Uh, 
well after | finished firing, after he hit my car he uh, |, and at that point is he gonna get 
out, is he gonna run, is he, you know, I'm still re — I'm still tactically uh, tactically reloading 
and I’m, is this guy going to engage me, is this guy gonna, you know wh -- | didn’t know 
what he was gonna do. Uh, he then, then uh, proceeded to go forward and the pursuit 
continued. Um, | was here. | got out of the way because these cars — | didn't want to 
stay in their uh, in the uh, the rest — in here with everybody that was involved. | didn't 
want to get in their way. So | got out of the way.” 


Deputy Murillo said 20L, Lt. Arellano asked him if he was all right and then he (20L) 
continued to pursue the Suspect, leaving Deputy Castro with him. He said he heard the 
Aero unit transmit “998.”

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


ARELLANO, Samuel, Lieutenant 
Lieutenant Samuel Arellano was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2022 hours by 


Sergeant Diana Gealta. The interview took place at East Los Angeles Station and was 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of his interview. 
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Lieutenant Arellano said he was working as the Watch Commander (20L) and was 
attended a community function at Salazar Park with Captain Henry Romero when he 
heard “10-33" traffic. He said, “While we were there, | was monitoring the radio and | 
heard 10-33 emergency traffic come over the air. | listened to the traffic and | determined 
that it was an East LA station deputy (Jimmy Yee) who had broadcast that he had been 
rammed by a vehicle that may have been stolen. | let the unit commander know that there 
was an emergency traffic coming out over the air and that | was going to go get a radio car 
that we had outside and monitor the situation from the floor and my intent was to monitor 
the situation, to allow deputies to respond to the location, have a, our sergeant respond 
and handle it as a supervisor and | would monitor it as a watch commander from a 
distance.” 


Lieutenant Arellano said when heard Deputy Yee's voice, he knew a serious incident had 
occurred. He said, “Jimmy is a very experienced deputy, primarily working traffic, but he’s 
been around a long time and he seems to be very qualified. He's got a tremendous 
amount of experience and very capable as a deputy sheriff. When | heard his initial traffic 
over the air, | knew there was something wrong. It wasn't a typical 10-33 traffic. There 
was shaking in this voice. There was, the manner of which ! regularly know his tone of 
voice, was not there. This was a heightened set, a tone of emergency, and | remember 
hearing that there was a vehicle, a 10-29 Victor, ‘He just rammed me.’ I'm thinking did he 
ram him, did he ram his vehicle, is he hurt, what's going on? and then I hear, 'He's 
rammed my vehicle’, but | could tell he was shaken. | could hear it in his voice. As a 
watch commander, what | wanted to do was ensure that any deputies who were going to 
his assistance, do it safely, in an accorded manner, and being of assistance to him and ! 
wanted to ensure the deputies got there and that way, as a supervisor on scene, to 
supervise, and | would show up to monitor from a distance, just to make sure he's okay, 
doing my job as a watch commander, make sure my deputies are okay." 


Lieutenant Arellano said he did not know Deputy Yee had fired at the Suspect until 
sometime later. He said, "However I will tell you this, it was a great, great deal of time had 
passed before any of us at the station knew that Jimmy Yee had fired his weapon. I'm 
just going to guess, an estimate, probably fifteen to twenty minutes had passed since any 
of us heard that he had been involved in a shooting. | think that as Jimmy regained his 
composure, and as a field sergeant, went out there to investigate, 'Jimmy, are you okay? 
You know, what's going on here?' As he should as a sergeant. He learned that Jimmy 
had been involved in a shooting." 


Lieutenant Arellano said he was in his patrol car monitoring the radio. He said, "As l'm 
monitoring the radio, | notice and | hear that aero now comes on the air and says that they 
are observing this truck as it's moving, and as | look up in the air, | could see the aero unit 
not a very long distance from where I’m at. So | figure let me start rolling to that situation, 
because deputies are going to direction to broadcast through aero, we're going to 
coordinate, coordinate a response and see if we can stop this vehicle. | didn't realize how 
close | was. Within a few minutes, | don't know how many minutes, but within a few 
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minutes | see a radio car and | follow the radio car and that radio car happened to be the 
first vehicle that gets behind this white truck. So now | am the second vehicle.” He said 
he pursued the truck on several freeways and surface streets. 


Lieutenant Arellano said they were on surface streets when the Suspect tired to ram other 
patrol vehicles. He said, "I believe we were in the area of 3 and Lorena, in that general 
area. Traffic on the eastbound side of the lane was full of traffic and we had stopped for a 
red light. We were westbound. The white truck stops and it's my belief now that we're, 
the deputy and myself, all assisting in a felony traffic stop with this stolen vehicle. What 
happens is that the driver of the truck decides to put the truck in reverse, hits the gas, and 
now is charging towards the deputy in front of me and myself. I'm witnessing this and 
aero was saying, ‘Guys, get out of the way, get out of the way.’ | put my car, because 
we're trapped, we're boxed in. Luckily there was no one behind us. | put my car in 
reverse, got out of the way, the deputy in front of me did the same thing and he got out of 
the way. Once we cleared the way, the truck stopped again, put it in drive and proceeded 
driving west." 


Lieutenant Arellano said he continued pursuing the Suspect. He said, "And we proceeded 
through the streets of East LA, got on to the freeway several times, several freeways, the 
710 freeway, the 60 freeway, and | stayed with the primary unit, because there was initially 
two of us. My intent was to allow other deputies to become involved in the pursuit. It was 
my intent to allow three, three radio cars and a sergeant to be involved in this pursuit. 
Once that was done, | will remove myself from the pursuit, monitor it from a distance, 
come back to the station and monitor it at the front desk." He said the Watch Sergeant, 
Sergeant Sean Dane, assumed the Watch Commander duties by monitoring the pursuit 
from the Station's desk. 


Lieutenant Arellano said he felt the Suspect was trying to “crash” into other vehicles. He 
said, "His driving was extremely erratic. His direction of the vehicle was intended to hit 
others and to cause serious damage. This is a large truck, like | said, about thirty-five 
thousand pounds. What's going though my mind is that | had been advised that this same 
truck was responsible for trying to run over one of my deputies. In evaluating whether to 
allow to allow this pursuit to continue, that was one of the primary factors. This was a 245 
on one of our deputies. l'm going to allow this pursuit to continue, and as it evolves, | will 
give up my position to other deputies, give up the direct supervision to the field sergeant 
and then, like | said, monitor from a distance back at the station. We were on the 710 
freeway for a time, we were on the 60 freeway for a time." 


Lieutenant Arellano said it took some time for additional units to arrive. He said the 
Suspect exited the 60 freeway at Atlantic Blvd and he saw the Suspect hit a vehicle at the 
intersection. He said, "At one point during the pursuit, as he exited the freeway at Atlantic 
Boulevard on the 60 freeway at a high rate of speed in that big truck, he plowed into a 
couple of cars, with no, with complete disregard for the safety of the people in those cars. 
Luckily he side-swiped those cars and didn't cause injury or damage, but it just confirmed 
to me that this man was dangerous. He looked like he could do some hurt to somebody. 
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| was comfortable with the pursuit. | was comfortable with the way aero was calling the 
pursuit. They were calling it as it occurred. They were providing enough information for 
me to feel comfortable to continue to allow this pursuit to continue.” 


Lieutenant Arellano said he knew Sergeant Dane had requested CHP to assume control 
of the pursuit. He said he knew there was one or two CHP units on the freeway, but they 
were not ready to assume control. He said, “There was, there was, there was confusion in 
our part. Sergeant Dane had made a decision to allow ‘chippies,’ once they were able to, 
take control of this pursuit, and | was good with that. As that was being broadcast, | was 
still involved and | could tell you that there were, like | said, one to two 'chippy' units at the 
time and I’m not sure who it was, but there was some radio traffic put over the air that the 
Highway Patrol was reluctant to take over the pursuit at this time. Now, | don't know if that 
came from the desk, | don't know if that came from the field, but our Sheriff's units were 
pulling over to the side and to allow the ‘chippy’ units to engage. But for whatever reason, 
they chose either to wait, | don't think it was a matter of if they didn't want to engage and 
take over the pursuit. I'm just guessing that they felt that they were waiting for some more 
of their people to get involved so they could actually take it over. We were willing to give it 
over, but we could tell that they weren't ready." 


Lieutenant Arellano said he continued to pursue the Suspect back on the 60 freeway, 
now, along with 20S and 3-4 other units who had joined the pursuit. He said the Suspect 
suddenly stopped the truck. He said, "The truck stops on the freeway and again (in fact 
the location was the Downey Ave/3rd Street exit off ramp), | believe we're going to do a 
felony traffic stop. | figure okay, he's had enough. We'll do a felony traffic stop. We'll 
take him into custody. | am no longer the second unit in this pursuit. Do | go to another 


unit, | don't know who it was, | just told him, ‘Go ahead, take my position’. 


Lieutenant Arellano said the Suspect rammed the truck into Deputy Murillo's vehicle and 
he saw Deputy Murillo shoot at the Suspect. He said, "The truck stops, deputies stop, | 
myself stop and prepare ourselves for a felony traffic stop. The driver of the vehicle puts 
the truck in reverse and again starts charging at the radio car. Deputy Murillo, and I’m still 
trying to get the names of everyone, I've only been here three months. I'm trying to get 
the names and faces. He takes a position by the side of his radio car, as preparing for a 
felony traffic stop. The driver puts the vehicle in reverse and charges at his vehicle. He 
moves away from the vehicle, the truck hits his vehicle and there were now other deputies 
that are potentially in danger, and | witnessed Deputy Murillo fire several rounds from his 
duty gun and he hits the truck, well | believe he hits the truck. At that time somebody 
broadcasts that there's been a shooting. Driver puts the vehicle in drive again and 
continues. ! allow several of the vehicles that were now, had caught up to us, to re- 
engage in the pursuit and | directed, and | don't know who it was, | just told, there were 
deputies there, | pointed to them and said, ‘Preserve this crime scene now. Just, you're no 
longer engaged in this pursuit, preserve this crime scene' and that's what they did, along 
with Deputy Murillo."

Gealta: And I'm sorry, you said you did not know how many rounds he -- 
Arellano: | know it was more than one. 
Gealta: Now, do you know what was behind the truck? Could you tell or could you 


see what was on the other side of the truck? 


Arellano: There was nothing on the other side of the truck. Now, from what І can 
recall, as far as the position of the firing, Deputy Murillo was not directly 
behind the truck let's say. He was more of at an angled-type position. His 
direction of fire, | can tell you, was in through the cargo area, | believe into 
the cargo area of the truck, and that's where | believe | saw him shoot into. 


Lieutenant Arellano said there was no time to formulate a plan to approach the Suspect. 
He said, “No. Not, not that | saw. | think it all evolved just so quickly before anybody 
could really formulate any type of plan; this is how we're going to do this felony traffic stop. 
We didn't have that opportunity." 


Lieutenant Arellano said at this point he disengaged himself from the pursuit and returned 
to the Station and monitored the incident from the desk. He said, “I don't think | ever got, 
got on the air and said that | was actively disengaging from the pursuit. | do know that I 
had eye contact with the sergeant and | believe | confirmed with S.C.C. that we now have 
four units involved in this pursuit and the supervisor, and | was comfortable with that 
number. Then | backed away and got off the freeway. It was the 60 freeway, | can't tell 
you what off-ramp | got off on. The pursuit went into the southbound 710 freeway. | did 
not follow it. | stayed on the 60 freeway and got off at the closest exit to the station, came 
to the station, came inside, and monitored the pursuit from inside." 


Lieutenant Arellano said this pursuit was unusual because he was in the field when 
Deputy Yee advised he was rammed by a stolen vehicle suspect. He said he found 
himself placed and involved in the pursuit when he was en route, to what he thought was 
Deputy Yee's location. He said, "I do remember asking S.C.C. to confirm that this was a 
245 on a deputy vehicle, and not just a stolen vehicle, because if it was only a stolen 
vehicle, it would have never had gone more than two minutes. And S.C.C. confirmed that 
this was a 245 on a deputy, and with that information, | felt that this was a pursuit where | 
can confidently allow it to continue within the confines of the, of our policy. | believe we 
were within policy. Witnessing this driver's driving, | was convinced this is a, this is 
definitely a 245 vehicle. He is actively trying to injure somebody, trying to crash, he's 
trying to cause damage. | know that there were a few other things | said on the radio, but 
right now І can't come to mind, but І can tell you things that | put over the radio, without 
trying to interfere with the course of the pursuit, was to do my best to manage what | had. 
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My job is to manage the pursuit.” 


Lieutenant Arellano also said, “| am used to monitoring and supervising pursuits from 
inside the station. The majority of the pursuits that I've been involved in or witnessed 
before, that's typically what happened. The watch commander monitors from the inside. 
Deputy (Sergeant) Sean Dane, who was sitting as the watch sergeant, he took the role as 
the watch commander during this pursuit. Went and monitored the pursuit as 20 Lincoln 
in the field. We listened to the broadcast, both of us, as to what was going on and | 
believe he and | did a pretty, pretty decent job of trying to interpret what we were trying to 
do with each other to monitor this pursuit. He was on the inside, | was on the outside and 
was actively witnessing the driving and what was going on in the field. | must say maybe, 
maybe fifteen minutes into this pursuit, Sean had made a decision from the inside to see if 
CHP would pick up this pursuit and we would allow them to pick it up. | would have 
preferred to have stayed with the pursuit, because of the nature, of the crime involved with 
many of our deputies. It was a serious felony. It was dangerous, but Sean had made a 
decision and | was good with it. But it took quite some time for, to get enough units from 
the Highway Patrol, in my opinion, to safely and effectively continue in this pursuit."

LECRIVAIN, John, Sergeant 


Sergeant John Lecrivain was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2033 hours by 
Sergeants David Bly and Jessica Brothers. The interview took place at East Los Angeles 
Station and was recorded for review. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Sergeant Lecrivan said he was working a two person unit, 20S PM with Sergeant NN 
BE He said they were monitoring the field units and Aero in their attempts to locate 
a stolen milk truck. He said, “It was being tracked by GPS fleet tracking system, that the 
owners of the company employ. Our desk was on the line with that, with that company 
attempting to put us in a location where the vehicle was. Because the, because of the 
delay in the GPS system and the fact that it's based off of cell phone towers, pin pointing 
the vehicle was becoming increasingly frustrating as units rolled all over the RD. | told 
them to 22 their search of the vehicle and let Aero continue their search for it. About two 
minutes before the radio traffic started. | don't know exactly what time it was. Maybe 
1:20, somewhere around there.” 
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Sergeant Lecrivan said the units positioned themselves in a felony stop formation. He 
said, “They positioned themselves for a felony traffic stop. | saw Deputy Murillo exit his 
car, | saw Deputy Hile and Bugarin exit their vehicle to take positions of cover. Where 
they could get in position. | saw the taillight or the reverse lights come on in the truck and 
the suspect drove right toward Deputy Murillo. Deputy Murillo moved to his left and fired 
at the suspect's truck.” He said from the time the truck started backing up until Deputy 
Murillo fired was seconds. 


Sergeant Lecrivan said he was seated in his patrol car when he saw Deputy Murillo shoot 
at the suspect. He said, "I was still, well | went, started to get out of our car, but when I 
saw the reverse lights come on, | got back in the car, because | wanted to get back out of 
the way. If he was going to come plowing through all of us. So from inside the vehicle | 
could see just as his reverse lights came on, | saw Hile and Bugarin retreating to their 
vehicle and trying to get back in, but the suspect's truck, | believe it collided with Deputy 
Murillo's vehicle before that. While he was firing at him.” 


Sergeant Lecrivan said Deputy Murillo shot approximately ten rounds at the Suspect. He 
said he thought the Suspect was trying to run over Deputy Murillo. He said, “He was 
trying to get out of the guys’, from my point of view it looked like Deputy Murillo was trying 
to get out of the way, but the guy was actually angling his truck toward him. So like he 
was trying to run him over. And there wasn't enough room | don't think for Javie to get out 
of the way of the, you know to run off the embankment anywhere. When the guy started 
to back up toward him, he started to get away from his car, but the guy, the suspect 
appeared to be angling toward, toward Javier as he was trying to get away from his car.” 


Sergeant Lecrivan said Deputy Murillo was shooting at the Suspect at the same time the 
truck was backing up toward him. He said he (Sgt. Lecrivan) transmitted “998.” 


Sergeant Lecrivan said the Suspect fled on the off ramp and again he and Deputies Hile, 
Bugarin, and Navarette pursued him. He said, "I did not, | could not see where they 
(bullets) impacted. It looked to me as though he was aiming at the cab, but | couldn't see 
at that point where they impacted. The suspect took off again. We re-engaged the 
pursuit. | made contact with the lieutenant, asked him to stay with Javi, and we continued 
in pursuit onto the freeway. I’m sorry, we got off, the guy got, we got off on 3” Street, the 
guy got back on the 60 freeway heading eastbound." 


Sergeant Lecrivan said they continued to pursue the Suspect until CHP assumed control. 
He said, "We continued on the pursuit. | don't remember where we went now. We drove 
all over creation. The 60 freeway to the 710 north. We were directed by the watch 
commander to, once CHP was, actually we had been asked before to let CHP take it. We 
actually did, actually before the shooting we tried to wave a CHP unit in, but he didn't want 
to engage at that point. Only because he was by himself. We were directed again, | 
asked if the watch commander wanted us to stay in the lead on the pursuit. We were 
asked again to let CHP take it. Just before, we went northbound on the 710. That 60 
interchange drops you off just short of Ramona, between Caesar Chavez and Ramona on 
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the 710. There was a lot of traffic. The guy made some moves like he was going to go 
north on the 710, but then merged onto the westbound 10 freeway. At that point | noticed 
several CHP units behind us. | directed my guys to get out of the way so CHP could take 
over the pursuit and on the interchange they did. They pulled over, let CHP go in the lead. 
Although instead of continuing down the merge ramp, the suspect drove over the median 
and got onto the westbound 10 freeway." 


Sergeant Lecrivan said CHP units waited to take control of the pursuit until they had units 
in place. He said, "No, no. We were still engaged. We were told that when CHP was in 
position, to allow them to take over the pursuit. At that point | think there might have been 
four or five. They kept coming in from behind me. | lost count of them, as they were on 
the freeway. The guy drove right by their office. It wasn't hard for them to get into it. | 
think that's why they engaged us where they did, is because they can get on the 
northbound 710 freeway from their office right there, when we came off the 60. So came 
back down the 710 freeway from the 10. We went to the 5 south. He got off on Triggs in 
the City of Commerce, went down to Triggs, made a left turn and went up Atlantic a short 
distance and then went westbound on Telegraph, got back on the 5 freeway north, shot 
across the 710 interchange, went northbound on the 710 to westbound 60. He took the 
60 to, | don't know which way we went to get off there. | think it's the 5 north or the 5 and 
the 101 and the 10 all mixed. | think it's the 5 north, but then he immediately exited at 
Soto, went down Soto to 8", got back on the freeway and then he got off again at 7" or 8", 
| don't remember exactly. | was, at that point | was probably about twelve cars back." 


Sergeant Lecrivan said he was not sure of all the streets and freeways the Suspect 
traveled, but he canceled all Sheriff's units from the pursuit. He said the Watch 
Commander authorized four units to trail the pursuit. He said, "Then we trailed them. We 
were told to keep three units and 20 Sam the trail the pursuit, which we did. There was 
some, I think there might have been a terminology for surveillance mode, because it's an 
inappropriate use of that term. Either we're out of the pursuit or there's no pursuit. | think 
somebody at the desk said that and it got onto the airways, but that's, that was never our 
intention to go to surveillance mode and | don't think that came from the watch 
commander. And | think he meant for us to be trailing the pursuit, because that was the 
direction we were given initially." 


IAB Note: Radio traffic revealed; at 1355 hours 20L 
authorized units 205, 20B2, 24, and 25А to track the 
pursuit. At 1358 hours SCC advised all Sheriff units are to 
be in "surveillance mode." 


Sergeant Lecrivan said CHP air units arrived, but he requested Air-8 to follow the pursuit. 
He said, "Yeah. And they pushed our air ship off. Our air ship stayed to keep us, 
because we didn't have any communication. To keep us in contact with the pursuit. That 
was at my direction. | asked them to stay, so that they could keep us in contact." 
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Sergeant Lecrivan said they tracked the pursuit with the updates from Air-8 until the 
Suspect collided and the pursuit terminated. He said, “I think that Alameda, just past 
Alameda the blue line starts there. He dove into the blue line median and drove 
westbound Washington through the blue line. And I'm not going to remember what the 
exact streets are, but he made a large U turn through some streets, off of Washington 
north and was up around on the Washington and they continued back eastbound. He 
jumped back into the blue line median, in an area that he hadn't been in before, because | 
don't think he expected the railing that was in the middle of the blue line there. And that's 
when the rail stopped him. He bailed out of the truck, CHP effectively blocked my units 
and myself and they went, they followed him into a parking lot just adjacent to where he 
bailed out and they came out with him in handcuffs from there.”

Sergeant НИ was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2305 hours by 
Sergeant Diana Gealta. The interview took place at East Los Angeles Station and was 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Sergeant ШШШ said she was working a two person car, 20S PM with Sergeant 
Lecrivan when they heard radio traffic units were trying to locate a stolen truck. She said 
the search was canceled because no one had a visual contact on the truck. She said, 
"You know what, we're not going to go all around town looking for this thing. Because we 
didn't have an exact location. They're just putting out different locations, 'Okay, it was last 
seen here and now it's here.’ But you know, so we couldn't pinpoint it, at which point they 
said, 'Okay, let's 10-22 everything.' Nobody had a visual on it. | want to say maybe five 
minutes after that, the 27 Tom, Deputy Yee says he's just been hit by the vehicle, 
rammed." 


Sergeant ЕШШ statement was similar to Sergeant Lecrivan's statement concerning 
what they heard and when they became involved in the pursuit. 


Ѕегоеап described what she saw when Deputy Murillo shot at the Suspect. She 
said, “Then we go off onto the Downey off-ramp there. He stops, so we all stop, stop our 
vehicles. Two of our female deputies, Hiles and Bugarin, they get off of their vehicle and 
also Deputy Murillo gets off. We're thinking, you know, he’s going to get off the car, he’s 
stopped. At which time he starts backing up into the, towards our female deputies. | had, | 
had my door open, | was going to get off on the passenger side. He starts backing up ata 
good speed towards them, at which time | look over, | see Deputy Murillo is you know, he 
looks over at the females, then he sees the truck coming towards him, because it's just 
kind of weaving side to side. He just doesn't know how, which way to maneuver it. At 
which time | see Deputy Murillo shoot | would say about, at least ten shots and then he 
starts going again. Sergeant Lecrivain says, 'Hey, get back in the car. It's going again." 
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and we just keep going, | think we got off on Soto, then we got back on the freeway” 


Sergeant ЕШШ said there was 4-5 units on the off ramp when Deputy Murillo shot. 
She said, “Let’s see. | was, there was Murillo, and then you had Bugarin and Hiles, they 
were in front and | believe there was two other cars in front of us. | believe it was, or a 20 
Lincoln and another vehicle. | don’t know who was in it, and we were behind that, that 
vehicle.” 


Sergeant J said Deputy Murillo was stopped 15 feet behind the Suspect's truck 
when he shot. She said, “I'm not sure if | think he did hit his car. | think he did hit Murillo's 
car, from what | saw, but | was trying to get back into the vehicle, because now he's going 
to take off and Murillo’s, that's when he shot." 


Sergeant ЕШ did say that the Suspect exited off the 60 freeway at Atlantic Blvd and 
collided with a civilian vehicle after Deputy Murillo's shooting. 


IAB Note: According to radio traffic and all other 
Department personnel interviews the Suspect's traffic 
collision occurred before Deputy Murillo's shooting. 


Sergeant Ш said the CHP took control of the pursuit. She said, "He's like а 
machine, he's just going, and this is a big, heavy truck. Many times, it looked like he was 
going to flip it and I’m surprised that nobody got really seriously hurt. He, it looked like he 
was out to hurt anybody, anyone, he didn't care. Then, you know, CHP had taken it over 
at that time. They took it over. He tried to ram at least three CHP officer vehicles, and 
then at the termination of the pursuit over on Washington, CHP you know, they had the 
handle, they took him into custody and we we're just, we just pulled up behind and they 
already had him in cuffs and everything, and that was it. That was our part in the pursuit." 


Sergeant Иг: they were authorized to track the pursuit. She said, “Not too long 
after that. It just took them a little bit to catch up, you know. | know that, | heard the watch 
commander say, ‘Let CHP have it, let them have it.’ We were, it was the radio traffic that 
was coming out, per our watch commander, and actually our watch commander had 
already returned to the station at that point. The Lincoln unit who was with us, we didn’t 
know, you know, we couldn't tell now who's in the cars, who's who, but apparently he was 
back here, and he authorized us and | believe two, two other units or three units, to stay 
with the pursuit, just to stay, to track it while CHP you know, continued the pursuit. So, we 
just remained you know, back from where CHP had the pursuit. We stayed back. We were 
following, but we stayed back." 


Ѕегдеап Ш said, “We came to the termination of the pursuit, he T.C.’d. We were 
actually, we came around the corner when he had already, we saw the truck that was on 
the railroad tracks. So he had already T.C.'d and so when we came up, they said that, 
aero said, 'Hey, CHP has him in custody.' so."

NAVARRETE, Ronald, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Ron Navarrete was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2200 hours by 
Sergeants David Bly and Jessica Brothers. The interview took place at East Los Angeles 
Station and was recorded for review. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Deputy Navarrete said he was working a one person car, unit 24 days, and he was helping 
units search for a stolen truck. He said the truck had a GPS unit and they were getting 
udates of the truck's location. He said, “So they're pinging the GPS. It was giving 
different areas. During which time Aero started flying around, Aero came over and started 
looking for the car or the truck. 27 got on the patch while we were all still looking for it, 
"Hey, the 10-29 Victor vehicle just rammed me." and then Aero came over head. And 
then Aero gave directions and | couldn't tell you the directions and which way he was 
going." 


Deputy Navarrete said he traveled north on the 710 to the eastbound 60 freeway when he 
saw the Suspect. He said, “No, | didn't see it until | was starting to come over, when | 
exited Lorena, because Aero is still overhead, flying over and as Aero was flying over, 
they were trying to guide me in, because | was the first unit on scene. There was another 
unit that came up behind me, that | came later to find out that it was the watch 
commander." 


Deputy Navarrete said he followed the truck to 4^ Srteet and the truck stopped and 
started to back up. He said he stopped thirty feet behind the truck. He said, "Then the 
truck went into reverse. He put it in reverse, the white lights came on and started backing 
up. That's when Aero got on the radio and said, 'Hey, unit, you need to back up, because 


he's backing up'. 


Deputy Navarrete said he backed his vehicle away from the truck and the truck then took 
off again. He said other units now joined the pursuit. He said, "Aero called the pursuit. 
So we followed, during which time the last time, then we started getting more units 
coming. So | was the lead vehicle, then | believe Deputy Murillo, who's 21, was the 
second vehicle. | want to say 20B2 (Deputies Hile and Bugarin) and then 20 Lincoln was 
there also." 


Deputy Navarrete said they followed the truck to the 60 freeway to the Atlantic exit where 
the Suspect collided with a civilian vehicle. He said, "I think it was off of Atlantic, he ran 
right into a Camry and spun it out. | know he hit some side view mirrors maneuvering 
through there and then he hit that other car, the Camry and he hit that car pretty hard." 


Deputy Navarrete said they followed the truck on the 60 freeway to the Downey Rd exit. 
He said the Suspect stopped the truck on the off ramp with Deputy Murillo 15 feet behind 
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the truck, with Deputies Hile and Bugarin to his right, and himself positioned to Deputy 
Murillo's right and rear. He said, “During which time, as Murillo starts getting out of the 
car, he starts backing up. Starts backing up pretty quickly. Backs up, backs up, backs up. 
Murillo is starting to barely get out when he hits the car. He finally, he gets out and as he 
gets out, then he engages well he fires. He shoots at the cab of the vehicle.” 


Deputy Navarrete said Deputy Murillo shot 8-10 rounds within seconds of the truck 
backing up and hitting the patrol car. He said Deputy Murillo was a little more that 3-4 feet 
away from the truck when he fired his weapon. He said, “Javier gets out and almost, he, | 
thought he was going to fall, because he almost, | thought he almost hit him, he was going 
to hit him. Because as he was coming back so fast. So then he gets out and then fires 
into the cab, shooting the cab.” Deputy Navarrete said he saw glass falling to ground from 
the cab area. 


Deputy Navarrete said before the shooting he heard radio traffic that the Suspect could be 
417. He said, "What did |, | remember them saying that he could have been 4, that he 
was 417 now, | can't recall whether they said there's a good possibility he is or, | just 
remember the 417." 


Deputy Navarrete said the Suspect fled the scene with him and other units in pursuit. He 
said, "Myself, other units that were with me. The person who was to my, or just north of 
where Murillo's car was, and then the other cars that were behind us. | didn't know, 
because | was technically the lead vehicle at the start of this thing. So | pretty much just 
stayed there until CHP took it over. Aero was continuing to call the pursuit. | think they 
called the pursuit the whole way through. Even after CHP took it over, to give us an idea 
of where the truck was." 


Deputy Navarrete said CHP took control of the pursuit and units were ordered to go into 

"surveillance mode." He said, "It came over the air. They only wanted three units to stay 
somewhat loose in the area with CHP, but be in surveillance mode and | was one of the 

three units. | want to say 20B2 and there was another, | remember seeing the sergeant, 
because he was right behind me." 


Deputy Navarrete said he was over a block away when he saw the Suspect collide with 
the Metrolink rails. He said, "So he hops back on the tracks and then during which time 
he starts hitting the big, thick metal barriers or metal poles and then finally the car comes 
toa stop. He goes running out." 


Deputy Navarrete said CHP took the Suspect into custody and then turned the Suspect 
over to Sheriff units. 


Deputy Navarrete said he interviewed the Suspect. He said, “1 interviewed, you guys have 
probably interviewed the suspect also, but we already, we did an interview and he pretty 
much copped out to everything that, he does remember ramming the cars. He said he 
was trying to get away and obviously stated that at no time did he, when we were 
interviewing him, only because my, because he was also my victim, now he's a suspect, 
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but he also stated that he didn't even think about stopping. That wasn't crossing his mind. 
He said he was scared. He said he didn't want to go to jail. He was a victim of an 
attempted murder in which "Lopez Maravilla" stabbed him | want to say eleven times 
between | want to say the left side of his hip, all the way up his chest. To the upper chest 
area. They did him pretty good. They were trying to kill him. According to him and his 
girlfriend's a long time "Lopez Maravilla" associate."

HILE, Stephanie, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Stephanie Hile was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2321 hours by Sergeant 
Diana Gealta. The interview took place at East Los Angeles Station and was recorded for 
review. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Deputy Hile said she was working a two person car, unit 20B2, with Deputy Maybet 
Bugarin when they helping units search for stolen truck. She said, "Well, we heard traffic 
for 10-29 Victor, a vehicle that they were looking for. We were in the area, looking for the 
vehicle. The search was 10-22 per our watch commander, because it was located by 
GPS system and we weren't sure whether or not the thing was pinpointing an exact 
location. So they 10-22'd us. So we were gosh, | think near Washington, or somewhere 
near there, Washington and like the 5 freeway, when we heard emergent traffic come out 
from 27 Tom, and we responded towards his location, but they indicated for us to go 
ahead and respond to Lorena and the 60 freeway, which is where the suspect was at the 
time. He was driving the vehicle, because he apparently had, had a traffic collision with 
27 Tom and left from there and other units picked him up, the suspect vehicle, and they 
were in pursuit of him. So we engaged in the pursuit and basically we stayed with the 
pursuit until it terminated." 


Deputy Hile said Aero was directing units to the Suspect's location and they drove to 
Lorena and the 60 freeway. She said the joined the pursuit there along with other units. 
She said, "It was around the 60 freeway and Lorena. At the time that we initially started, 
or got there, | should say, | want to say maybe five or six. | can't really remember 
approximate, that's approximate." 


Deputy Hile said the Suspect was driving erratically. She said, "Basically, as he was 
driving, he would swerve to the left and to the right. The vehicle appeared like it was 
going to topple over, when we saw it. | used to actually drive a vehicle similar to, coming 
out of the Sheriffs Department, and | know when they don't have a lot of weight inside 
that, that cab area, a lot of times, they can tip over you know based on whether or not they 
have a heavy load, they don't have a heavy load. So | just kept thinking to myself; he's 
going to flip the car over, and he kept pulling in front of other traffic, not oncoming traffic, 
but say he was heading you know, like eastbound on a street, he would pull off in front of 
them and we thought he was going to hit you know, other vehicles, civilian vehicles, based 
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on the way that he was driving. He would jerk the car you know, to the left or to the right 

and the top end, or let's just say the back end of the cab area, would just like, swing, with 

the you know, the severeness of his, l'm assuming pulling at the wheel you know, 

ee direction he was turning and it, | actually thought he was gonna hit people, you 
now.” 


Deputy Hile said she was not sure if the Suspect collided with a civilian vehicle. She said, 
“Not to my knowledge. | never saw him you know, actually physically, because there were 
people in front of us. There were other vehicles, other black and whites in front of us. So 
| didn't get to actually see him hit other vehicles, make contact with them, but from what | 
saw, | actually thought that maybe he might have hit a couple of vehicles at the time that 
we were engaged in the pursuit." 


Deputy Hile said they pursued the Suspect and he stopped on an off ramp from the 60 
freeway. She said, "One point | remember, on the 60 off-ramp, near Downey Road, he 
stopped. As we were, like | said, we were kind of far back, we were like maybe the fourth 
or fifth car maybe, I’m not sure. | see the vehicle stop, we stop our vehicle and we're 
going to exit, or I'm exiting the vehicle rather, and | see the vehicle's reverse lights come 
on, and again you know, it's really fast, everything happening, and | see the reverse lights 
and I’m just thinking, you know, | want to protect myself, and at that time, he was pretty far 
ahead of us. | didn't know whether or not he was going to hit us, because the car, | mean, 
the vehicle, the truck kept reversing and at that point ! heard popping noises and | saw 
Deputy Murillo had his firearm out. I'm assuming he shot. | didn't actually see him firing 
the round, | heard the popping noises, and | see his firearm in his hand, but at that time, 
because the vehicle now stopped and it started going forward, we got back into our 
vehicle and we continued forward." 


Deputy Hile said approximately mid way through the pursuit CHP took contro! and Sheriff 
units dropped back and tracked them. She said they tracked the pursuit until it ended. 
She said, “He got on the center tracks for the MTA trains and he hit some poles that were 
apparently in the center of the lanes, or the center of the tracks rather and that's when the 
vehicle actually yielded. He exited the vehicle and began to run but at that time, the 
pursuit had been, CHP was in front of us. So we were, gosh, almost like | want to say 
maybe eight or ten cars behind. So by the time we were actually getting out of our 
vehicle, | saw him run and head into a business. | believe it was at 631 Washington 
Boulevard, headed in there. CHP pursued him. Me and my partner went over to the milk 
truck that he was driving, the truck that he was driving, and we cleared it to make sure 
there was no other suspects or victims inside the vehicle." 


Deputy Hile said they escorted the Suspect to the hospital. She said, "You know, when 
we took him over to the County USC Medical Center, medical staff, you know, asked, you 
know, why he was brought there. We indicated to him what had happened and then they 
contacted the suspect and they asked him if he knew where he was and why he was there 
and basically he stated to them, and | noticed as he was talking to them, that his eyes 
were very wide. His pupils appeared dilated, even though it was a fairly bright room. 

They didn't appear to be constricted. | didn't measure them at the time, because he was 
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being examined, obviously, but they asked him why he, if he knew why he was there and 
he said that he had gotten to the vehicle, the keys were running and he took it. He said 
he was paranoid, because he had did meth earlier that day, because he had, | don't know 
how long ago this happened. He was a victim of attempt 187. He indicated Lopez 
Maravilla gangsters had stabbed him and he thought they were following him, so.”

BUGARIN, Maybet, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Stephanie Hile was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2155 hours by Sergeant 
Diana Gealta. The interview took place at East Los Angeles Station and was recorded for 
review. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Deputy Bugarin said she was working a two person car, unit 20B2, with Deputy Hile and 
they were searching for a reported stolen truck. She said she was the driver. She said, 
"How it came to my attention, there was a 503 report call that initially came out. Then 
there was a broadcast that was put out, over dispatch. Apparently the vehicle had GPS 
and we were being updated through LTAC in our vehicle. So in an attempt to try to find 
this vehicle, we were 927Cing the area, which shortly after that, there was a deputy (Yee) 
that had 10-33 traffic and stated that he had been hit by the vehicle that was described to 
the, through the MDT and over LTAC and the, over dispatch through the broadcast. At 
that point we were involved in the pursuit of this vehicle and | don't remember what 
freeway it was, but | know it was, like, it was an on-ramp, | believe. At which point the 
stolen vehicle came at a stop in the middle, in the middle of the lane, and there was 
several black and whites in front of us. So | wasn't able to see completely everything, but 
! know | heard shots. | also saw, because the, the stolen vehicle was like a large, like 
delivery truck and | could see the brake lights or, | could see the vehicle going in reverse 
and hitting another black and white. At which point, | saw, | heard shots and saw a deputy 
backing up, and | got in my car and started backing up, too, because he was going to 
keep going." 


Deputy Bugarin said they heard Deputy Yee's 10-33 broadcast and at first they were 
responding to his location, but then joined the pursuit of the truck. She said Aero was 
calling out the truck's location. She said, "They authorized us to respond. So we were, 
you know, we were in pursuit of this guy along with two other black and whites, l'm not too 
sure. It (truck) was, it was going from, it was driving extremely erratically on, erratic on the 
freeway. It was going from the number four lane to the number one lane, attempting to 
exit and then not exiting and going, and staying on the freeway. It almost, | believe at one 
point we exited on Atlantic on the 60, and hit another vehicle. Then we got back on the 
freeway, it kept exiting different off-ramps and then getting back on the freeway. He 
almost hit other cars. It was going through red lights, stop signs, driving on the wrong side 
ofthe road. He was doing a variety of traffic violations." 
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Deputy Bugarin said did not know what off ramp they were on when Deputy Murillo shot at 
the Suspect. She said she only heard several shots and did not see Deputy Murillo shoot 
at the Suspect. She said they were going to conduct a felony traffic stop. She said, “He 
was right behind him. Well, the deputy (Murillo) was getting out of the vehicle to do 
obviously a felony T stop. At that time, the stolen vehicle was in reverse and hit the black 
and white, and | saw, and then obviously ! heard the, the shots fired. | know that the car, 
he hit the car, because | could see the light bar you know, move. | saw the deputy 
Stepping back fast. So then, at that point, the guy put it in drive again, the suspect, and 
took off again and then | made my way through the black and whites and continued." 


Deputy Bugarin said CHP took control of the pursuit. She said, “I believe the watch 
commander, the acting watch commander said that, you know, that he wanted to, CHP to 
try to take over the, the pursuit, but there, | don't, there was, CHP wasn't responding at ail. 
It took them a while for them to respond. At that point, | believe it was the watch 
commander said, ‘It's okay. | want CHP to take over, but I, you can go on surveillance 
and just track it.' | believe he said. Yes, but we still had, they had only given a couple 
vehicles the authorized, | don't want to say code, but the authority to....” 


Deputy Bugarin said they tracked the pursuit until it came to an end. She said, "Finally the 
vehicle came to a stop. It started driving in the, on the railroad track, the MTA railroad 
track | think. Started driving in between that, or on it and it hit some, it hit, what | think 
were metal poles and it stopped. It crashed into that and then | saw the suspect running 
out into a business. He ran out of the vehicle and into a business and | saw some CHP 
officers attempt to, were following him or running after him and then that's all |, that's, and 
then the CHP officers had detained him and then me and my partner took, took the 
suspect into custody." 


Deputy Bugarin said they escorted the Suspect to LCMC where he admitted to staff he 
had used drugs earlier that day.

FONSECA, Angel, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Angel Fonseca was interviewed on November 21, 2009 at 2124 hours by 
Sergeant Diana Gealta. The interview took place at East Los Angeles Station and was 
recorded for review. The following is a summary of his interview. 


Deputy Fonseca said he was working a one person car, unit 27 days, when he was 
helping units locate a stolen truck. He said he heard over the radio that the stolen truck 
had just rammed into Deputy Yee's vehicle. He said, "Approximately, | would say about a 
half hour later, aero went overhead and there was an incident with another deputy in 
Commerce that apparently got rammed by the stolen vehicle. They requested assistance 
and | started responding towards the location of where aero was directing the units to 
respond to. | got involved in the pursuit.” 
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Deputy Fonseca said other units were in pursuit, but he does not know how many or in 
what order. He said, "What unit or what number 1 was, | don't know. Ended up getting on 
the 60 freeway going eastbound, following the stolen vehicle. During the following of the 
vehicle, the vehicle ended up exiting the freeway at Atlantic, where it apparently got into a 
traffic collision with a, what | saw was one vehicle. It wasn't a police vehicle. Continued 
following the vehicle to the freeway, off of Atlantic, westbound on the 60 freeway. l'm 
heading westbound on the 60 freeway when all of a sudden the vehicle decides to merge 
into the off-ramp of Downey Road." 


Deputy Fonseca said he saw Deputy Murillo shoot at the Suspect. He said, "At that point, 
I'm the second unit on the pursuit. There's another unit in front of me. The vehicle comes 
to an abrupt stop. The unit beside me, which was Deputy Murillo, he's on the left, I'm on 
the right. We position our vehicles to do a felony traffic stop. As we come to a stop, the 
suspect of the vehicle comes toward our direction, in reverse. | see that the vehicle is 
coming in our direction. | have my door open, | get back in the vehicle and at that time | 
see Deputy Murillo pretty much exit his vehicle as the car is ramming into his patrol car. As 
Deputy Murillo is getting out of his car, | see him shoot five to six rounds. That's pretty 
much what І saw, and then my focus was pretty much on the suspect vehicle. At that time, 
after the suspect vehicle rammed Deputy Murillo's patrol car, it starts heading off of the 
off-ramp onto 3" Street. At that point, | become the first unit in pursuit. | continue pursuing 
the vehicle that apparently gets back onto the eastbound 60 freeway." 


Deputy Fonseca said he thought they would conduct a normal felony stop. He said, "At 
that point was pretty much just like what we normally do on a felony traffic stop. We both 
were trying to get out of the vehicle at the same time, pretty much trying to keep an eye on 
the driver. Unfortunately, since there everything was evolving so fast, that we didn't have 
time to actually get out of the vehicle. Like | said, | was, | had my door open, but once I 
saw the car pretty much backing up and because | was on the right side, | felt that if | was 
stationed outside of the vehicle, there's a possibility | could have got hit. So I felt safer 
being inside the vehicle instead of being out of the vehicle." 


Deputy Fonseca said he knew there were other patrol cars at the stop with him, but he did 
not know who. 


Deputy Fonseca said the Suspect drove erratically. He said, " The suspect vehicle was 
pretty much almost doing kind of like, what | would say a CHP traffic break, where it's 
swerving from side to side. To me, it appeared that it was trying to ram other vehicles in 
order for us to assume that we would stop pursuing the vehicle. Based on his, pretty much 
him driving erratically, tried to keep a distance from not pushing him to kind of speed up. 
So, close enough but far enough to be in a safe distance." 


Deputy Fonseca said he continued to pursue the Suspect until he ended his participation 
in the pursuit. He said, "All of a sudden, the suspect vehicle jumps over the center 
median of the freeway onto the westbound 10 freeway. | continue to follow the vehicle, but 
on a pretty much, on the latera! side, not behind the vehicle. My purpose for following the 
vehicle on the side was because it was a transition, a transition to the 10 freeway, there 
was other vehicles that were POV.'s that were actually trying to get onto the 10 freeway. 
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So | was trying to make sure they didn't get into the pursuit there. During that time, 
somehow the suspect vehicle, | end up in front of the suspect vehicle. The suspect 
vehicle jumps over the median again and now the suspect vehicle is behind me. | believe 
that the suspect vehicle is apparently trying to either ram my car. So | accelerate to try to 
avoid getting rammed, and | jump onto the 10 freeway, still leaving the suspect vehicle on 
the transition. He jumps over the median again, as if trying to follow me and try, what | 
believe, try to ram me. Aero gives me the head's up to pretty much get out of the way at 
which obviously just by me looking at the rear view mirror, it was a smart thing to do. So, 
and | accelerate, pull away and | ended up exiting on State Street where apparently the 
pursuit continues on. ! believe it's the 5 northbound. So pretty much, after that, my 
involvement on the pursuit was ended." 


Deputy Fonseca said he was never on the radio and Aero called the pursuit from the 
beginning.

CASTELLANOS, Nicolas, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Castellanos wrote a supplemental report documenting what he saw and his 
involvement in the pursuit. 


Deputy Castellanos stated he was working unit 25A PM when he heard over the radio that 
the stolen truck had just rammed into Deputy Yee's vehicle and Aero had an observation 
of the Suspect. He said he responded code-3 to the Suspect's location as Aero directed 
units to the pursuit. He said he arrived at 4" street, west of Indiana Street, and saw the 
truck backing up toward patrol units who were backing away from the Suspect. He said 
the Suspect fled and he pursued the truck onto the westbound 60 freeway. 


Deputy Castellanos said the Suspect exited at Downey Road off ramp and stopped on the 
off ramp. He said he and several units stopped behind the Suspect. He said he saw the 
Suspect accelerate in reverse toward Deputy Murillo's vehicle. He said he saw Deputy 
Murillo exit his vehicle right before the Suspect struck the patrol car. He said at the same 
time he saw Deputy Murillo fire several rounds from his handgun at the Suspect. He said 
the Suspect then drove forward on the off ramp and he (Deputy Castellanos) and severa! 
units followed the Suspect. 


Deputy Castellanos said he and several units were authorized to follow the pursuit in 
surveillance mode. He said the pursuit ended at 631 Washington Blvd, Los Angeles, 
where he saw CHP officers had the Suspect in custody.

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SUSPECTS STATEMENTS 


Herrera, Jerry 


Suspect Herrera was interviewed by IAB Sergeants David Bly and Jessica Brothers on 
November 21, 2009 at 2256 hours. The interview took place at East Los Angeles Station 
and was recorded for review. 


Suspect Herrera said “some guys” were trying to kill him and he did not want to walk on 
the streets out of fear he would be seen. He said he saw the milk truck parked with the 
keys in the ignition. 


IAB Note: Suspect Herrera was a recent victim of a attempt 
murder involving gang members and was released from 
the hospital on November 20, 2010. 


Suspect Herrera said he stole a milk truck and was driving when he saw a Sheriff's patrol 
car (Deputy Yee). He said he saw the deputy follow him onto the northbound 710 freeway 
from Washington Blvd. He said at some point he stopped on the off ramp and placed the 
trick in reverse. He said he "backed up into the deputy's vehicle." He said he was not 
moving very quickly, but he was trying to disable the deputy's vehicle because he was 
trying to get away. He said he could not see the deputy's vehicle or the deputy and he did 
not feel the truck hit the patrol car. 


Suspect Herrera said he heard popping sounds and thought a spike strip was deployed 
and his tires were flatten. He said, at that time, he was not aware the deputy had shot at 
him. 


Suspect Herrera said he tried to get away and drove onto the freeway. He said deputies 
pursued him and several times he tried to back into deputies because he wanted to get 
away. He said he was "scared" he was going to be arrested. 


Suspect Herrera said at one point he exited the freeway at Downey Road and stopped on 
the off ramp. He said he placed the truck in reverse and tried to ram patrol cars again. 
He said he heard popping sounds throughout the pursuit, but never knew or thought he 
was being shot at. 


Suspect Herrera said earlier (on Friday November 20, 2009) he took a pill to help him 
sleep, but he became paranoid and did not want to sleep. He said he used 
methamphetamine to stay awake approximately 20 hours earlier (on November 21, 2009 
at 0200-0300 hours), but he did sleep for a short time at approximately 1100-1200 hours. 


Suspect Herrera said he did collide with a civilian vehicle. He said he did try to stop, but 
the brakes did not work properly. 
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Suspect Herrera said he suffered scrapes to his face when the officers (CHP) placed him 
on the ground during his arrest. He said his arm was numb from the handcuffs, but his 
arm was not numb during this interview. He said he saw several different police agencies 
at the time of his arrest and he did not know who took him into custody. 


Suspect Herrera said he knew he was driving erratically and he said he wasn't thinking 
about anyone's safety “at all" during the pursuit.
